is made better as aforefaid, in the Clerk's office of the Court where fuch 
. Judgment was obiained, which fhall be deemed a fufficient notice te the 
vaadverfe party to appear and defend im Joch a@ion on the cafe, at the next 
t feffion of faid Court, whether ítated or adjourned; and the Court, on mo- 
* tion made, thall order the writ of fcizin or pofleffion to be ftayed until the 
* latt ation aforefaid be determined 5 and the land, recovered by fuch judg- 
ment, thall be holden to: refpond the judgment (if any there be in favour 
* ot the pofleffor or poficMors) as fully as though the fame had been attached
